Mr. Phelan, of Tennessee, was appointed to 
gallthe billup teday under a suspension of 
the rules. A controversy sprang up, how- 
ever, hatwoen the éundry 
biliand the bill making a territory @ut of the 
Oxlihoma reservation. The contest became 
biiter and the result was that the point of no 
quorum being raised, the day was wasted in 
filivustering. Mr. Phelan was- not réached by 
the speaker. Consequently the matter goes 
over until next suspension day which is the 
first Monday in October. 

The friends of this impertaut nreasare will 
exert themeaelves and, if possible, pass the bill 
at this session. The only opposition, as may 
easily be imagined, comes from the republican 
side. 

A¥YTER THE TRUSTS. 

Mr. Newton, of Louisiana, today introduced 
a bill somewhat similar to that Mr. Reagan in- 
troduced in the senate, to punish persons con- 
nected with combimations or trusts, 

The bill provides that any person who may 
enter into a combination of capital or skill 
with another person or persons who may be or 
become a member of such combination, being 
to create or Carry out restriction in trade or to 
limit the increase of production or prices of 
merchandise, or to prevent competition in the 
manputiacture, making, sale or purehase of 
merchandise or commoditics, shall be deemed 
guilty of an offeyse, and, on conviction there- 
of, in any district or cireuit 
court of the . United States, after 
indictment, shall be fined in a sum of not less 
than $1,000 nor more than $2,000, and may, in 
the discretion of the court, be imprisoned in 
the ponitentiary not less than one or moré than 
five years. 

Mr. Newton says that. trusts are illegal, and 
he thinks that the government has power 
under the constitution to punish persons con- 
nected with them. Hie says he will make 
every effort for an early consideration of his 
bili, aud hopes to seeure its passage. 

POLITICAL FINESSE. 
resentative Scott, of Pennsylvania, 
euchred the republicans in great style today 
when he introduced and had immediately 
passe] the bill to exciude Chinese laborers 
{rom entering our ports. 

As soon as it was le@rned on Saturday morn- 
ing in the London cablegrams that the Chinese 
government had rejected the treaty, the re- 

ans decided that now would be thei 

best opportunity to set their party straight on 
the Very bad record previously made on this 
question by Candidate Harrison. Mr. Mor- 
row, of California, was therefore selected to 
mnizocace a bi this morning to the same effect 
as that of Mr. Scott in order to get for the re- 
ameias in party the legislation exeluding the 
Chinese. 

Mr. Scott, however, got in his bill first and 
the republicans were compelled to vote for it, 
althoagh they showed plainly that they had 
again been euchred at their own game.

A Bill amedeuionn the Chinese Treaty—-The 
Oklahoma Bill, 

Wasnincten, Septeniber 3.——In the house, 
Mr. Scott, of Pennsylvania, asked unanimous 
consent to introduce for present consideration 
a bill supplementary ‘to an act to execute cer- 
tain treaty stipulations relating to the Chinesg, 
approved 6th of May, 1582, 

RELATIVE TO THE CHINESE TREATY. 

Section one provides that from and after the 
passage of this act, it shall be unlawful for any 
Chinese laborer, who shall at any time hereto- 
fore haye been. .or who may now or hereafter 
be resident within the United States, and who 
shall have departed or shall depart therefrom 
and shall not have returned before the 
passage of this act, to return to the United 
States. 

Section two provides that no certificates of 
identity provided for in the fourth and fifth 
sections of the act to which this is supplement 
shall hereafter be issued; and every certificate 
heretofore issued in pursuance thereof is 
hereby declared void and of no effect; and a 
Chinese laborer claiming admission by virtue 
thereof shall not be permitted to enter the 
United States 

Section three provides that afl duties pre- 
Scribed, and liabilities, penalties and forfeit- 
ures prescribed by ten th, eleventh and twelith 
seetions of the act to which is supplemented, 
are hereby extended and made applicable to 
the provisions of this act. 

Section four provides that all such part or 
partis of the act to which this is supplement as 
are inconsistent herewith are hereby repealed. 

This was passed withort objection or di- 
Vision.

saticnal incident, which resulted in plaging 
Sarah Althea Sharon, now Mrs. David 8. 
Terry, 11 jail for thirty days, and her husband, 
Judge Terry, for six months. 

The supreme court of California, a few 
months avo announced its decision in the case, 
gustaining the decision of the state superior 
court, whith declared that Mrs. Terry had 
been legally married to the late United States 
senator, Wm. Sharon, and that she was enfi- 
tied to a portion of Sharon’s estate. A short 
time after the announcement of this decision 
by the state supreme court, the execators 
of the will of the late 
Wm. Sharon made application to the 
United States . citcuit court for a 
bill to revive and carry into execution the 
decree of the circuit court, entered September, 
1885, hes the suit of William Sharon 
Sarah Althea Hill to obtain its decree adjaudg- 
ing seveain papers in her possession purporting 
to be the Inurriage contract between them to 
be forgery, and dirécting its. cancellation. and 
manner. The deeree 
entered by the circtit court in this case Was in 
favor of the plaintiff and declared that the 
alleged 

MARRIAGE CONTRACT WAS A FORGERY, 

Butin the meantime the Sharon divorce 
suit was pending in the state courts, and ‘Wil- 
liam Sharon had died. When the exéenutors 
recently applied to the circuit court for a. bill 
of revision, Sarak Althea Hill, who Has since 
become Mrs. Terry, entered a demurrer and 
the decision to-day was rendered upon that 
demurrer, Which the court overruled. 

The decision, which was very lengthy, was 
read by 
: ASSOCIATE JUSTICH FIFEUD, 
of the United States supreme court, and was 
concurred in by Judge Sawyer, of the circuit 
court, and Judge Sabin, of the district court. 
The formér decision of Judge Sawyer, de- 
clating the alleged marriage contract a forgery, 
and ordering the defendant to deliver it wp for 

cancellation, is sustained, and the executors 
are given the right to handle Sharon’s =rop- 
erty untrammieled by any action on the part of 
Mrs. ‘Terry. 

The announcement made several lens ago 
that the decision in the Sharon case would be 
rendered today, drew a large crowd to the 
United States courtroom. Aboat two hundred 
lawyers, besides all parties directly intorésted 
in the case, occupied the enclosure immedi- 
ately in front of the judge. Judge David T. 
Terry, who has been the chief cownsel for his 
wife during the whole litigation, sat alongside 
his wife today, and beth paid chose attention 
to the reading of the decision. 

Mrs. Terry appeared very nervous at the 
outset, and as the reading progressed her agita- 
tion increased. Finaily, when Judge Field 
was about half through reading, Mrs. ‘Terry 
jumped to her-feet and asked the judge if he 
was going to erder her to give up her marriage 
contrac t. 

The judge told her to sit down, and Mra. 
Terry's faco tnrned white with passion as she 
cfled: ‘‘Justice Field, we bear that

YELLOW FEVER REFUGEES. 
They Do Not Come aio the City, 
at the Junction, 

Macon, Ga., September 3.—-[Special.]—This 
morning about 3 o'clock, Surgeon Hutchings, 
of the United States army, and a special car 
of forty yellow fever refugees. arrived direct 
from Florida enroute to Atlanta, for which 
point the refugees had through tickets. The 
car stopped at ‘the junction, about amile from 
the union passenger depot, and did not come 
into the city atall. It was expected that fully 
one hundred and fifty refugees. would be’ on 
the train. Surgeon Hutchings would not 
allow any of the refugees to leave the car, nor 
would he allow any one at Macon, not even 
quarantine inspectors, to enter the car. After 
a short stop at the junction the car went on to 
Atlanta in charge of Conductor Tom Hall. 

All the inspectors on the different trains 
today report few refugees. Travel is very 
heavy with the general public throaghout the 
state, the southeast Georgia trains particularly 
being quite full. 

There is no yellow fever news of gpecial 
interest to report today at this point. The 
inspectors are on every arriving and departing 
train. The inspection is very thorough. The 
sanitary ofticers also keep by active work about 
the city, and promptly attend to every call and 
Gi uly.
